Bear — Unlimited, October Ito Jan- 


uary 1; use of steel-traps forbidden. 


Deer, male with horns two inches 


above the hair — One each season, 
November 10 to November 25, both 
days inclusive. 


Elk — Absolutely 
protected 
until 


November 1921. 


Pheasant, Mongolian, Chinese and 


Ringneck — Ten in one day, twenty in 
one week and fifty in one season, Octo- 
ber 15 to November 30, both days in- 
clusive. 


Hare or Rabbits — Ten in one day, 


November 1 to December 31, both 
days inclusive. 


Hungarian Quail — Five in one day, 


twenty in one week and thirty in one 
season, October 15 to November 30, 
both days inclusive. 


Plover, Upland or Grass — Unlimit- 


ed, July 15 to January 1; after Oc- 
tober l, 1913, under National law 
these birds may not be legally killed 
before September la ±8.

School opens Monday, September 1. 
An examination for entrance to the 


High School and for promotion in the 
grades will be held Wednesday and 
Thursday, August 27th and 28th. All 
pupils desiring to enter the High 
School from districts outside of the 
borough must pass an examination 
given by the County Superintendent. 


Arithmetic and Bookkeeping will 


be added to the regular High School 
course. 
Arithmetic becomesi a re- 


quired Freshman branch, and Book- 
keeping a Senior elective. This year, 
however, any pupil desiring Arith- 
metic may study that branch provided 
he has the time and the arrangement 
ot the daily program permits. 


Beginning with this term no elec- 


tives will be allowed to Freshmen and 
Sophomores. 
Since an additional 


teacher has been placed in the High 
School the recitation periods have 
been lengthened to 40 minutes. Ac- 
cordingly German becomes an elec- 
tive in the Junior year, and only two 
years of German will be offered. 
This change was made in accordance 
with a suggestion made by the High 
School inspector.

First Year—Ancient History and 


Civics, 
Latin, 
English,

Georgraphy, Arithmetic and Algebra. 


Second Year—Mediaeval and Mod- 


ern History, English, Albegra, Bot- 
any and Zoology, Latin. 


Third Year—Required: 
English, 


and 
English 
History. 
Electives: 


Physics, German, French, Geometry 
and Latin. 


Fourth Year—English and Ameri- 


can History are required. 
Book- 


keeping and the electives of the third 
year become the electives of the 
fourth year, excepting Physics which 
is offered for but the one year.

School pupils appropriated $80.50 to 
the School Board as help toward de- 
fraying the expense of repairing the 
High School room and recitation 
rooms.

Trapping the Hessian Fly 


In view of the fact that the seed- 


ng season for wheat is near at hand, 
Prof H. A. Surface, State Zoologist, 
Harrisburg 
gives warning against 


seeding too early, and says that the 
best way to avoid damage by the fall 
brood of the Hessian fly is (1) to 
seed a trap strip across the field to 
catch their eggs, and (2) to avoid 
.ceding before the last week of Sep- 
tember, and (3) later turn down this 
trap strip and reseed it. 


A correspondent in Berks County 


has recently written to Professor Sur- 
!ace asking how to avoid such serious 
oss as occurred throughout this state 
:wo years ago, when hundreds of 
,housands of dollars worth of wheat 
were destroyed by the Hessian fly. 
The reply was as follows, and is of 
general interest to all wheat grow- 
era: 
k ' 


"Without seeing specimens of your 


wheat plants I can not say with cer- 
tainty whether they are infested by 
the fly or not. If you had sent me 
some of the entire stalks or the stub- 
bles by mail, I could have examined 
them and let you know if they are 
infested with the fly. However, from 
youf description it looks as though 
they were so infested. 


"I would advise you this fall to 


plow and prepare at once a strip of 
soil running along the side of the 
field, perhaps as wide as two breadths 
of the drill, and then drill one round 
of -wheat in this. Do this the latter 
part of August or the early part of 
September. 
Let it grow.as a trap 


crop to receive the eggs of the Hes- 
sian fly. These lay their eggs when 
the wheat is about two or three 
inches tall. Prepare the rest of the 
field for sowing, get the ground in 
nice condition as to cultivation, but 
do not sow until after the first kill- 
ing frost, and certainly not before the 
21st of September in your latitude. 


"After the first killing frost turn 


down the wheat of the trap strip, har- 
row it and sow again. You will prob- 
ably lose nothing whatever by this 
process and gain a great deal by be- 
ing sure to trap the fly and destroy 
the pests 


"I do not recommend any person in 


Pennsylvania to sow wheat before 
the middle of September, even in the 
northern region, and the farther 
south it is to be sowed, or the lower 
the elevation, the later it is to be 
sowed. 
Much better wheat will be 


obtained, on an average, by sowing 
the last week of September, than by 
sowing it earlier. 
This does not 


mean that the preparation of the soil 
should be delayed."

Eight years ago I, a globe trotter,

A con- 
versation occurred in the Turkish lan- 
guage between a Bulgarian and a Turk 
sitting at different tables, which I did 
not understand, though I could see by 
their demeanor that they were at en- 
mity. When the Turk had finished his 
game he left the Inn accompanied by 
the other Turks. The Bulgarian went 
on playing for awhile; then he, too, left 


Curious to know what had been go- 


ing on between these two, each of 
whom was a fine specimen of a man, 
I asked the host in German, since he 
spoke that language. He told me that 
the Turk was at the head of a band 
who had for some time made their 
headquarters in the town, terrorizing 
everybody In it and in the vicinity 
They would make raids and return 
laden with plunder. Thus far no force 
of Christians had dared to drive them 
out It seems that the Bulgarian had 
challenged the Turk to fight him sin- 
gle handed.

Marine Monsters That Are Known* «• 


Whale Killers. 


There-really is such-a sea monster 


»s the whale killer. 
It is one of the 


largest and most ferocious of all the 
loiphin family. 
It also is known as 


the grampus. It is characterized aa a 
grenus by its large size and the conical 
and depressed head, devoid of a beak. 
The back fin is of great length, -espe- 
lially in the males, and the flippers are 
hrge and'broadly ovate. 


The teeth are comparatively few 


m number, varying from ten to thir- 
teen on each side of the jaw, and are 
much larger than in any dolphins yet 
ubticed,-being often an inch or more 
in diameter'and having an oval sec- 
tion. 
The coloration is striking, the 


upper parts and tins being black, while 
the lower jaw, chest and under parts 
are whitish. 


The white area of the under parts 


3oes not, however, extend to the flukes, 
but ends posteriorly In a trident, of 
which the lateral and shorter prongs 
sxtend obliquely upward on the flanks. 
There is a large white streak above 
and behind the eye, and frequently at 
least a purple crescentic area extends 
across the back behind the fin. The 
killer attains a length of at least twen 
ty feet—St. Louis Times.

THE POULTRY DOCTOR SAYS— 
Applying kerosene undiluted for lice 


is cruel and only kills the bugs which 
It touches or in close contact to the 
fumes. It blisters the skin, stops lay- 
ing and often kills or spoils the bird 
for breeding. 


Gasoline alone jshould not be applied 


either, as it is apt to asphyxiate the 
fowl, and both kerosene and gasoline 
in pure form are too expensive and im- 
practicable for such work and a poor 
substitute for dust or louse powder, 
the form in which nature prescribes 
crawler quietus. - 


Cottonseed meal is a mighty poor 


substitute for beef scrap for feeding 
fowls, as it invariably causes intes- 
tinal disorders 
Much of the so called 


beef scrap on the market also should 
be handled with care, and the presence 
of that fertilizer smell should be a 
quick argument for its return to the 
shipper or consignment to the dump. 
The best and safest meat food is green 
cut bone, but where fowls have good 
summer range they get enough protein 
In the bugs and worms and clover they 
oick up 


Carelessness in disposing of dead 


fowls is one cause of disease and death 
imong fowls in summer, A neighbor 
lost sixteen fine hens because a dog 
Iragged another neighbor's dead fowl 
within reach of her chickens.

caying carcass often kills off a flock 
3f chicks which feast on it 
People 


,vho allow filth to accumulate on their 
premises or carcasses there to mortify 
are a menace to the community and 
belong to the 'bughouse period of the

Would Scald Our Hands. 


The human body can stand far 


greater heat if it be dry than if it be 
wet, 
and, strangely enough, it can 


stand far hotter liquids inside than 
out. 


For example, the average tea drinker 


sips tea at a temperature of about 
140 degrees F.—sometimes as high as 
145 degrees. But he cannot bear his 
hands in water at 120 degrees or his 
Ceet in water higher than 112 degrees. 
Few people can stand a bath In water 
at 105 degrees. 


In parts of central Australia men 


live in an average temperature of 115 
degrees F. in the shade and 140 de- 
gress in the sun, while 151 degrees 
has been registered. 
In -the Persian 


gulf the thermometers on ships vary 
between 122 degrees and 140. 
A re- 


cent explorer in the Himalayas re- 
ports that he found at 9 a m in De- 
cember aud at more than 10,000 feet 
altitude a temperature of 131 decrees F. 


Drs Bleyden and Chantrey, two Eng- 


lish scientists, desiring to ascertain 
how high o. temperature the human 
body cbuld stand, shut themselves in 
an oven, of which the heat was gradu- 
ally raised and they were able to bear 
It until the thermometer registered 212 
degrees F., the boiling point of water.
